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Abstract 



PURPOSE:To continuously cast heat having different strip widths for a long time without any interruption 
by feeding side dam having good heat insulating property and grindability and grinding and consuming 
the side dam part slidingly contacting with rolls to make the cast strip width variably. 
CONSTITUTIONS the circumference of one pair of inner part cooling rolls 1a, 1b rotating to reverse 
direction, pouring basin 2 is formed with one pair of the side dams 3a, 3b. Molten metal in the pouring 
basin 2 is continuously cast into the strip through gap between the rolls 1a, 1b. The side dams 3a, 3b 
are constituted with material having good heat insulating property and grindability. These are fed to the 
casting direction with feeding mechanism 6 and shifted to the roll axial direction with shifting 
mechanisms 8a, 8b. The parts of the side dams 3a, 3b slidingly contacting with the rolls 1a, 1b are 
ground and consumed to make the cast strip 4 width variably. By this method, the heat having different 
strip widths can continuously cast for a long time without any interruption. 
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
